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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

1 . Upon initial review of the claims it appears that claims 1-83 differ in subject 
matter and therefore require a different search. In accordance with this a restriction is 
deemed proper. 

2. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-14 and 63-65, drawn to context sensitive help, classified in class 
715, subclass 708. 

II. Claims 15-22 and 51-56, drawn to a topology, classified in class 715, 
subclass 734. 

III. Claims 23-39, drawn to a mark up language interface, classified in class 
715, subclass 760. 

IV. Claims 40-50, 57-59 and 60-62, drawn to a GUI builder, classified in class 
715, subclass 762. 

V. Claims 66-68 and 73-75, drawn to environment customization based on 
stored profile, classified in class 715, subclass 745. 

VI. Claims 69-72, drawn to real time data, classified in class 715, subclass 
756. 

VII. Claims 76-83, drawn to, drawn to end user based preference setting, 
classified in class 715, subclass 747. 
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3. Inventions Groups I, II, III, IV, V, VI and VII are related as subcombinations 
disclosed as usable together in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct 
if they do not overlap in scope and are not obvious variants, and if it is shown that at 
least one subcombination is separately usable. In the instant case, each has a 
separate, stand alone utility: Group I provides assistance, the assistance determined by 
current conditions; Group II permits a user to perceive the distribution of the 
components making up an arrangement of interconnected systems as a tree view; 
Group III implements the components of an interactive environment using a document- 
based protocol; Group IV modifies a data file via the Ul; Group V automatically 
establishes an environment using previously developed memory contents; Group VI 
immediately displays distributed data; and, Group VII accesses and controls particulars 
of the interactive environment under user specifications. 

The examiner has required restriction between subcombinations usable together. 
Where applicant elects a subcombination and claims thereto are subsequently found 
allowable, any claim(s) depending from or otherwise requiring all the limitations of the 
allowable subcombination will be examined for patentability in accordance with 37 CFR 
1 .104. See MPEP § 821 .04(a). Applicant is advised that if any claim presented in a 
continuation or divisional application is anticipated by, or includes all the limitations of, a 
claim that is allowable in the present application, such claim may be subject to 
provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory double patenting rejections over the claims of 
the instant application. 
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4. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper.
